Grevted that she is well menaed and well 
appointed, but 1m anything like « cep full 
of wiod, owing to her sharpness, end dim- 
iowtive proportions, she is completely buri- 
ed up inthe water. Indeed, hed it not 
been for the skill of ber excellent comman- 
der, who knows the number of inches of 
water inevery bey, creek, inlet aed harbor 
from Kitfery to Passamaquoddy, and can 
find owt anchorege ground, elmost at e mo- 
meot’s warping, on whatever pert of the 
cost he may be,—backed up by his experi- 
enced officers, then whom a more brave and 
worthy set of men never existed, she would 
long ago have been engelphed by the hun- 
gty billows' or bave been driven ashore.
